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POLITICAL BY-PLAY. 


Miss Agnes McPhail, Progressive member for 
South East Grey, Ontario, is stumping in Win- 
nipeg by-election against the Liberal candidate, 
the recently appointed Solicitor General. Her 
appearance in that role is not at all consistent 
with the fact that on crucial questions the Gov- 
ernment has been sustained by the votes of a 
detachment of Ontario Progressives. It is how- 
ever quite in keeping with the general policy of 
the party: to fight the Government at the polls, 
but to avoid bring on a crisis and a general 
election by defeating it in Parliament. To keep 
the King Government in power, but by grace of 
Progressive votes—and therefore subject more or 
less to dictation—is evidently the objective of Pro- 
gressive strategy. The losing of a by-election 
would not produce a crisis and lead to the dis- 
wlution of Parliament. Qtherwise Miss McPhail 
would likely be spending the autumn somewhere 
else, 


PERMISSION TO TRADE 

Moscow is sending a mission to Canada to nego- 
tiate a trade agreement along the lines of Anglo- 
Russian arrangement. The substance of that con- 
vention is that either country maintains a com- 
mercial agency in the other, and that the ex- 
change of goods is permitted. The British Gov- 
ernment does mot, of course: assume responsibility 
for the payment of goods shipped to Russia. J. 
is to be supposed that if a bargain is made the 
Canadian government will likewise keep itself 
free of accountability. On that condition there 
will be no ground for objection to the proposed 
arrangement. If Canadian manufacturers want te 
ship their products to the Soviet realm, and take 
chances on getting paid, there is no apparent rea- 
son why they should not be allowed to do so. The 
prospect is not bright for developing any con- 
siderable business in that quarter, but if Cana- 
dians want to try for what there is, at their own 
own risk, there is no occasion for the Government 
tc stand in the way. 


THE LEAGUE 

Sir George Foster is a veteran of forty years 
of political warfare, a logician by birth, skilled 
in the art of pleading a cause and the tactics of 
controversy: and one of the greatest orators 
Canada has produced. There would be little to 
hope for from the League of Nations if Sir 
George could not make a persuasive case on its 
behalf. There is need at thie time that some cne 
undertake to tell the people of Canada just what 
the organization has accomplished, for the record 
does not speek for itself; and no one is better 
qualified to do it. The League has been running 
jn poor luck, thanks mainly to the extravagant 
hopes which were encouraged by its authors: So 
far as the public are aware its two outstanding 
achievements consisted in getting itself ignored 
by Lenin and snubbed by Mussolini. The delusion 
that it can compel peace long ago evaporated, und 
has left a popular impression that there is nothing 
cf importance that it can do. What is being for- 
gotten in the reaction of disappointment is that 
the League can counsel peace, and exert influence 
for peace, and that this is all that any association 
of the kind should be expected to do. As a super- 
government the League was founded upon fraud 
and doomed to failure, for—with all respect to | 
the variously interpreted clauses of the covenant 
—the siguatory powers had no intention of sur- 
rendering their sovereign rights to any interna- 
tional bureaueracy, and their subsequent actions | 
have clearly established the facet. But as an inter 
national ageney for discouraging war the League 
has a real opportunity for usefulness, and the 
sooner that is recognized to be its function the 
socner will it come to its services. If the League 
is content to keep pouring oi! on the hot bearing# 
of the dislocated machinery of Europe it will be | 
doing all that it is permitted to do, and all tha 
anybody should bold it responsible for,

ALBERTA MAKES THE DIFFERENCE | 

It is somewhat surprising to learn that the 
““bumper’’ crop means an increase of only three 
bushels per acre over that of last year, taking | 
the whole wh¥at area of the Dominion into ac- | 
count. From returns in this district it might be 
supposed that the increase would be nearer ton 
bushels. Not all parts of Canada, however, have 
had as favorable conditions this summer as Aj 
beria. In fact, of the western provinces, Mani- 
toba has less than half the wheat it had last year, 
and Saskatchewan only two million bushels more. 
The other provinces show an increase of less than 
a million and a half bushels. Alberta is the real 
home of the bumper crop, and it is the yield here 
that has pulled the Dominion average up that 
extra three bushels per acre. The aggregate for 
this province is now estimated at 157,467,000 
bushels, against 64,976,000 last year. It is Al- 
berta that makes the difference, in fact that turns 
a national deficit into a surplus as compared with 
last year's yield. 


THE ONE THING DEFINITE 

Premier Greenfield says he does not want 
the voter to ‘‘plump’’ for whichever alternative 
clause in the plebiscite seems to mean the kind of 
liquor regulation he wishes, but hopes he will also 
show which of the other proposals he has the 
least objection to. The voter would be more 
likely to do that if he knew exactly or even 
approximately what the other clauses mean. The | 
first one is clear enough; it seems prohibition, 
with amendments to the existing law as such are 
required to make it more effective. The other 
are in varying degrees obscure. Nobody knows 
what interpretation the Legislature would place 
upon any of them if it were given the verdict. 


Still less can it be surmised what kind! 
of a bill would be based upon that inter- | 
pretation. And still less what the bill) 
would contain when it got through tlhe 


machinery of the Legislature. Excluding clause 
one, the plebiscite is not a referendum. It does | 
not conform to the law that was passed to author 
ize and regulate such reference. To have dealt 
fairly with the voters, and with all private parties 
interested, a copy of the bills which the Legisla- | 
ture would pass in the event of clauses ‘‘B’’, ‘‘C’’, 
or ‘‘D’’ receiving approval should have been 
prepared and made public. The ballot as sub- 
mitted is an invitation to the voter to either en- 
dorse the present law or leave it to the Legisla- 
ture to say what the liquor law is to be. The man 
who wants the liquor trade kept in hand cannot 
be blamed if he plumps for the one clause which 
be knows means curtailment to the practicable 


limit.
